Mr. John Ford, one of the most highly 
rnapecteil citizens of this town, died early 
Saturday morning after a short illness of 
paralysis.

Tho lond f* driven di¬ 
rectly to tho oollnr, where n chnto linn 
been oonatrnctcd nliont tho length of tho 
wngon box nnd lending to tho cellar. 
The ndvnntnge of tho cimto eonnists in 
two or throe men being nblo to work nt 
unloading nt the aitmo time without be¬ 
ing in ouch other’* wny. Tho ehnto 
ahonld Ik, eoiiHfrncted with nalatted hot* 
tom, so tlmt nil tho loono dirt will drop 
to tho ground. Thin freeing of tho roots 
from onrtli ii :;n Importniit faotor in 
their keeping, n* they will certainly de¬ 
coy if nineli earth nud litter i* left nd 
hering. To farther aid in tho elenn*iug 
prixH*** a dry tiuio should l>o selected for 
tho work. 

The gcnernl rnlo in to linrroat roota 
tho first week in Novemlier though oir- 
cmnstanoro might uinkn I. difference of 
a week ill tho time. It in considered un¬ 
wise to leave thorn out longer if the 
weather permit* tho work. For con¬ 
venience in feeding nnd to keep n com¬ 
paratively high leni|N<ratnro the bln i* 
placed in tho center of tho hnHcnicnt of 
a large bam.

As tho washiug of many flannels Is 
tedious work, tlm saiim should be done 
very quickly, for woolen* will aliriuk if 
allowed to lie about dump. To avoid 
delay it is best to prejiara tlm soap the 
duy before. 

t’ul a quarter of a pound of good yel¬ 
low aoup into shrtsl* with an old kutfe 
and put into a suuoepun (containing a 
quart of water; simmer gently, stirring 
(xx’asioually, until the soup iadinsolvml; 
then strum uud set aside to get cold, 
wheu it will jelly. Take as much of 
thi* jelly as i* required to make u g<**l 
lather, using plenty of wunu water, 
•which should not excood 9h drgroos K. 
Add a small quantity of household am¬ 
monia, aud after haviug sliukeit the 
things to be wushed proceed to cleanse 
them iu the soapy water, bat do not rub 
dry soap ou them. If they are much 
soiled, u second edition of the soapy wa¬ 
ter will be neoetuuiry Tin y should then 
Iu riused twice in warm wuter, just a lit¬ 
tle cooler thuu that u»ud with uoam aud 
never put luto quite cold water, us the 
difference iu the temperature would 
shrink the wool. 

To wring tlm articles it is best to uae 
a wringer, but if one is uot handy 
squeeze as much water as possible from 
it; theu roll the article up iu u large, 
dry clot Ii or bath towel; plane oue cud 
under f<x>t and twist (he rolled np cloth 
around and arouud until it is curlod up 
quite tightly; theu shake out tlm cloth 
aud the gunuent aud repeat the ('Itera¬ 
tion, ouly placing the other end of the 
roll under foot ou the seoaud occasion. 
The garment must next be well shakeu 
and stretched out to its pioper sis* and 
shape, for as it is pulled wheu wot so 
will it remain wheu dry. It should be 
buug either iu the suu or at a little dis¬ 
tance from tim fire to dry, but uot too 
mar, or it will steam aud shrink. Au 
occasional shake duriug the drying will 
help to raise the wool aud make it soft. 
It is beet uot to irpu any fabrics of this 
description, us this tends to make them 
ciusc. They may tie smoothed with a 
ouol lruu. Whoever washes either win- 
tor or summer fiauuuls by this method 
will find them ulwsissoft, fluffy, light i 
and large enough- 1

It is supposed thnt there is produced 
lit 1 ho blood of animals thus treated a 
snbstnuco (antltoxino) which is capable 
of neutralizing tho - diphtheria virus 
wluu introduced hy injectlous under the 
skin into the circulation of patieuU 
suffering with diphtheria and of giving 
immunity from tho dlseaso to other*.
